Clark  E.  Adams 


Clark  E.  Adams  was  born  in  Chandler,  Oklahoma, 
the  son  of  Dr.  John  Winston  and  Lucy  Clark  Adams. 
He  attended  Chandler  High  School  and  Kemper 
Military  School  in  Booneville,  Missouri. 

He  received  his  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree,  magna  cum 
laude,  and  Master's  degree  from  Vanderbilt 
University,  and  his  Ph.D.  from  the  University  of 
Illinois.  He  worked  as  a  research  chemist  for  Exxon, 
and  was  instrumental  in  the  production  of  synthetic 
rubber  during  World  War  II. 

Clark  was  a  member  of  the  American  Chemical 
Society,  the  American  Numismatic  Society,  and  the 
Sons  of  the  American  Revolution.  He  was  a  Fellow 
in  the  American  Association  for  the  Advancement  of 
Science,  a  member  of  Alpha  Chi  Sigma,  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  Honor  Society,  and  Phi  Kappa  Psi  Social 
Fraternity. 

He  was  preceded  in  death  by  his  parents,  and  brother  Dr.  J.W.  Adams,  Jr.  Survivors  include 
his  wife,  Carolyn  Cox  Adams;  daughter,  Ann  Adams  Nayyar;  son,  John  C.  Adams;  and  five 
grandchildren-Carol  Ann  Nayyar,  Anjali  Nayyar,  Jay  Nayyar,  Wade  Adams,  and  Lauren 
Adams. 

Two  months  ago  Superior  Galleries  had  the  pleasure  of  selling  Clark's  collection  of  U.S. 
coins.  Though  Clark  was  an  old-fashioned  collector  who  sought  to  collect  a  little  bit  of 
everything,  his  true  passion  was  foreign  and  ancient  coins. 

The  first  portion  of  this  catalog  is  comprised  largely  of  Clark's  collection  of  foreign  coins. 
He  acquired  collector-oriented,  middle-grade  material  in  hope  of  not  only  having  beautiful 
examples,  but  as  complete  a  collection  as  possible.  He  specialized  in  coins  of  England, 
France,  Spain  and  the  city  of  Venice,  preferring  gold  and  silver  coins  struck  from  Medieval 
times  through  the  early  1800s. 

For  more  than  two  decades  Clark  sought  out  high  quality  and  rare  coins  of  the  ancient 
world  in  hopes  of,  again,  acquiring  as  complete  a  collection  as  possible.  His  main  focus 
among  Greek  coins  were  silver  staters  and  tetradrachms  of  Italy,  Sicily,  Greece  and  the 
Near  East,  though  he  also  acquired  a  number  of  impressive  bronze  and  gold  coins. 

If  Clark  had  an  undeniable  favorite,  it  was  Roman  coins.  The  portrait  gallery  he  assembled 
-  in  gold,  silver  and  bronze  -  forms  the  core  of  the  Roman  coins  offered  in  this  auction. 
From  coins  of  familiar  names  like  Julius  Caesar  and  Caligula  to  a  prized  gold  Solidus  of 
Romulus  Augustus,  the  last  of  the  Western  Roman  emperors,  Clark  always  acquired  coins 
in  the  spirit  of  a  true  collector. 


Norman  Applebaum 


Soon  after  Times  Drug  opened,  Norm  enlisted  in  the 
army.  He  served  with  the  44th  Infantry  Division 
stationed  in  Fort  Lewis,  Washington.  Within  a  few  short 
months  on  a  detached  service,  the  army  sent  him  to  the 
University  of  Utah  to  study  Japanese.  He  would  become  a  combat  interpreter. 


Norman  Irving  Applebaum,  Ph.D.,  was  born  in  Staten 
Island,  New  York,  on  April  24,  1919,  to  Samuel  and 
Annie  Applebaum.  The  senior  Mr.  Applebaum  was  a 
registered  Pharmacist,  a  graduate  of  the  Columbia 
University  School  of  Pharmacy.  In  1921,  the  family 
moved  from  Staten  Island  (where  they  had  a  Pharmacy) 
to  Hollywood,  California.  Norm  grew  up  in  the 
atmosphere  of  his  father's  Yucca  Pharmacy  drug  store, 
considered  by  many  to  be  the  "Schwabs"  of  its  day. 

Graduating  from  Hollywood  High  School  in  1937, 
Norm  followed  in  his  father's  footsteps.  He  attended 
USC  School  of  Pharmacy,  graduating  in  1940. 
Thereupon,  he  opened  his  first  pharmacy  with  the  help 
of  his  parents,  calling  it  Times  Drug. 


America  officially  entered  the  war  in  December,  1941.  Norm  was  shipped  to  the  South 
Pacific  where  he  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  104th  General  Hospital  Pharmacy.  He 
remained  in  this  station  for  the  duration  of  the  war. 

Upon  peace  breaking  out  in  1945,  he  returned  to  civilian  life  to  renew  his  pursuit  of  a 
successful  career  in  the  retail  pharmacy.  (His  sister  and  brother-in-law  had  been  running 
the  business  during  his  absence.) 

Norm  as  a  boy  and  young  man  was  interested  in  coins  of  the  world.  An  avid  student,  coins 
taught  him  a  lot  about  history.  To  this  day  he  is  quite  a  historian.  Coincidentally,  a  young 
high  school  friend  by  the  name  of  Steve  Markoff  (later,  founder  and  owner  of  A-Mark 
Coin)  went  to  school  in  the  same  neighborhood  where  Applebaum's  store  was  located. 
Steve  often  came  in  to  ask  Norm  if  he  could  go  through  the  pharmacy  s  cash  register 
drawer  and  pick  out  any  coins  of  value,  to  be  replaced  with  common  dates  of  the  same 
denomination.  This  he  was  allowed  to  do.  Steve's  activity  whetted  Norm  s  interest  in  coin 

collecting  all  the  more. 


In  1963,  Norm  decided  to  sell  the  pharmacy,  and,  according  to  his  plan,  retire  at  the  ripe 
old  age  of  45.  He  took  his  family  and  golf  clubs  on  a  world  tour  lasting  over  two  years.  It 
was  during  this  time  that  he  acquired  many  coins,  taking  them  with  him  to  each  new 
destination.  These  were  the  days.  Norm  says,  when  foreign  and  U.S.  coins  were  greatly 
underpriced  abroad.  Prior  to  this  trip  he  had  become  a  member  of  the  American 
Numismatic  Association  (ANA).  The  ANA  made  available  to  its  members  a  Blue  Book  with 
all  the  member's  names  and  addresses  throughout  the  world.  Before  his  trip.  Norm 
selected  members  living  in  the  cities  he  intended  to  visit  and  wrote  to  them  telling  them 
when  he  expected  to  be  in  their  vicinity.  To  say  the  least,  the  results  were  fabulous.  He  not 
only  met  many  fascinating  people,  but  was  purchased  some  tremendous  coins. 

Norm  recalls  the  outstanding  premiums  the  U.S.  Kennedy  half  dollar  would  fetch  in 
Europe  and  Japan  shortly  after  the  president's  assassination.  "I  could  get  as  much  as  $15 
each  for  the  coins  which  I  had  paid  60  cents  for."  Needless  to  say,  his  bag  of  Kennedy  half 
dollars  paid  for  much  of  his  travel  expenses  and  earned  him  special  treatment  when  they 
were  offered  as  gifts. 

Norm  and  his  family  resided  for  various  lenghts  of  time  in  Japan,  Hong  Kong,  India,  Spain, 
Greece,  Israel,  Italy,  England  and  Ireland.  This  gave  him  a  cosmopolitan  outlook  on  coin 
collecting,  as  one  can  imagine. 

Living  in  Dublin,  Ireland  lead  to  an  interest  in  Irish  coinage.  The  history  and  tales  attending 
these  coins  became  too  intriguing  for  Norm  to  let  pass.  He  recalled  one  anecdote  his  mother 
told  him  about  her  arrival  in  the  United  States  from  Russia  with  her  family  in  1896.  An  Irish 
immigration  officer  changed  their  family  name  to  "McCloskey"  because  he  couldn't  spell 
"Magolusfky"!  From  this  bit  of  humor,  his  growing  love  of  the  Irish  people  and  their 
emerald  isle  confirmed  Norm's  decision  to  collect  coins  of  Ireland.  The  collection  offered 
here  represents  his  30-year  effort  and  is  only  four  coins  shy  of  a  type  set  of  Irish  coinage 
from  A.D.  985  to  1928. 

During  his  world  travels  he  enjoyed  a  privilege  few  of  us  get-visiting  the  Mints  of  the 
world.  There  he  witnessed  and  learned  about  the  making  of  coins  and  special  medals;  he 
also  was  given  the  honor  of  speaking  at  financial  investment  seminars.  From  these 
experiences,  he  wrote  numerous  articles  that  have  been  published  in  Coin  World  through 
the  years. 

Norm  joined  with  M.  Louis  Teller  in  1973  to  form  a  very  successful  partnership  specializing 
in  rare  coins  of  the  world,  where  he  is  still  active.  He  has  written  many  articles  on 
numismatic  topics,  and  has  discovered  many  heretofore  unknown  coins  and  varieties. 

A  past  president  of  the  California  Foreign  Coin  Club  and  a  guest  speaker  before  many 
groups  and  clubs,  he  has  never  lost  his  interest  in  or  enthusiasm  for  the  historical  side  of 
coins.  Even  today  he  would  rather  discover  a  new  coin  than  make  a  major  sale.

The  reacquisition  charge  may 
be  higher  or  lower  than  the  buyer’s  commission  and  is  determined  by  separate  written  agreement  with  Superior. 

10.  All  material  shall  be  sold  in  separate  lots  to  the  highest  bidder  as  determined  by  the  Auctioneer.  If  any  dispute  arises  during 
or  immediately  after  the  sale  of  a  lot,  Superior  shall  have  the  right  to  rescind  the  lot  offered  and  put  the  lot  up  for  sale  again. 
In  all  cases,  Auctioneer’s  decision  shall  be  final.  For  the  mail  bidder’s  protection,  no  "unlimited"  or  "buy"  bids  will  be  accepted. 
The  auctioneer  may  reject  any  such  bid  received. 

1 1 .  Unless  otherwise  agreed  in  writing,  auction  sales  are  strictly  cash  in  U.S.  funds  payable  through  a  bank  in  the  United  States. 
Contact  the  Auction  Company  for  wiring  instructions  before  sending  a  wire.  The  auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  decline  to 
release  lots  for  which  funds  have  not  yet  cleared.

Any  other  warranty  is  expressly  disclaimed,  Superior  offers 
no  representation  that  a  numismatic  item  has  or  has  not  been  cleaned;  that  any  toning  is  natural  or  artificial;  that  any  coin 
will  meet  the  standards  or  grade  of  any  grading  service;  that  any  item  has  a  particular  provenance,  or  that  a  numismatic 
item  is  struck  or  produced  in  a  particular  style,  claims  to  the  contrary  must  be  made  in  writing  to  Superior  within  ten  (10) 
days  after  receipt  of  material. 

b.  No  lot  may  be  returned  without  prior  written  consent  of  Superior. 

c.  Questions  regarding  the  minting  of  a  coin  as  a  proof  or  as  a  business  strike  relate  to  the  method  of  manufacture  and  not 
to  authenticity.

i.  All  oral  and  written  statements  made  by  Superior  and  its  employees  (including  affiliated  and  related  companies)  are 
statements  of  opinion  only  ,  and  are  not  warranties  or  representations  of  any  kind,  unless  stated  as  a  specific  written 
warranty,  and  no  employee  or  agent  of  Superior  has  authority  to  vary  or  alter  these  terms  of  sale,  any  alteration  shall  be 
effective  only  if  in  writing  and  signed  by  an  officer. 

j.  Bidders  shall  have  no  recourse  against  the  consignor  for  any  reason  whatsoever. 

1 9.  Superior  reserves  the  right  to  open  the  lot  at  a  reasonable  price  and  to  withdraw  any  lot  at  any  time,  even  after  the  hammer 
has  fallen,  until  the  buyer  has  taken  physical  possession  of  the  lot.

Purchaser  agrees  that  any  claim  or  controversy  arising  out  of  or  relating  to  the  formation,  interpretation  or  performance  of  these 
Terms  and  underlying  transactions  or  the  breach  thereof,  is  subject  to  binding  arbitration  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the 
Professional  Numismatists  Guild,  Inc.,  except  for  any  claim  or  controversy  arising  out  of  non-payment  which  may  be  referred 
to  judicial  proceedings  at  the  option  of  Superior.  Bidder  acknowledges  this  is  a  transaction  involving  interstate  commerce. 
Arbitration  or  judicial  proceedings  shall  take  place  in  the  City,  County  and  State  of  New  York. 

If  the  auction  invoice  is  not  paid  for  in  full  when  due  per  invoice  terms,  the  unpaid  balance  will  earn  interest  at  the  highest  rate 
permitted  by  New  York  law  until  it  is  paid.

32.  Upon  payment  of  a  disputed  sum  as  determined  by  the  arbitrators,  or  in  full  at  the  maximum  rates  set  forth  above,  or  at  an 
agreed  rate,  Superior,  and  employees  thereof,  shall  be  deemed  released  from  any  and  all  claims  of  the  bidder  arising  out  of 
or  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  such  property.  Buyer  agrees  to  execute  prior  to  delivery  of  any  refund  and  documents 
reasonably  requested  to  effect  the  intent  of  the  paragraph.  Should  the  buyer  decline  to  do  so,  buyer  hereby  grants  to  Superior 
a  limited  power  of  attorney  to  unconditionally  effect  such  release.

Any  attempt  to  assign  or  transfer  any  such  rights  shall 
be  absolutely  void  and  unenforceable.  No  third  party  may  rely  on  any  benefit  or  right  conferred  by  these  terms  and  conditions 
of  sale  and  terms  of  warranty  on  any  bidder  or  purchaser.  "Purchaser"  shall  mean  the  original  purchaser  of  the  property  from 
Superior  and  not  any  subsequent  owner  or  other  person  who  may  have  or  acquire  an  interest  therein.  If  purchaser  is  an  agent, 
the  agency  must  be  disclosed  in  writing  to  Superior  at  the  time  of  sale,  otherwise  the  benefits  of  the  warranty  shall  be  limited 
to  the  agent  and  not  transferable  to  the  undisclosed  principal. 

34.  Should  any  third  party  attempt  to  utilize  any  warranties  contained  herein,  they  shall  first  give  Superior  thirty  (30)  days  written 
notice  by  Registered  Mail  or  Certified  Mail  Return  Receipt  Requested  during  which  time  Superior  may,  should  it  choose  to 
contest  the  third  party’s  claim,  ask  the  Professional  Numismatists  Guild  Inc.  or  the  American  Arbitration  Association  to  appoint 
a  panel  of  three  arbitrators  skilled  in  the  field  to  make  such  a  determination  at  the  City,  the  County  and  the  State  of  New  York. 

By  seeking  to  use  such  remedy,  the  third  party  unequivocally  and  without  reservation  consents  to  binding  arbitration,  and  its 
conclusive  and  binding  determination  of  any  alleged  damages  as  a  sole  and  exclusive  remedy.  With  respect  to  any  other 
pertinent  notice  requirements,  venue  and  personal  and  subject  matter  jurisdiction,  said  third  party  is  bound  to  the  provisions 
pertaining  to  bidders,  buyers  and  purchasers,  as  otherwise  provided  for  in  these  terms  of  sale. 

35.  If  the  Purchaser  fails  to  comply  with  one  or  more  of  these  Terms  and  Conditions  of  Sale  then,  in  addition  to  all  other  remedies 
which  it  may  have  at  law  or  in  equity,  Superior  may  at  its  sole  option,  either  (a)  cancel  the  sale,  retaining  as  liquidated  damages 
all  payments  made  by  the  Purchaser,  it  being  recognized  that  actual  damages  may  be  speculative  or  difficult  to  compute,  or 
(b)  sell  some  or  all  of  the  property  and  some  or  all  other  property  of  the  Purchaser  held  by  Superior,  in  a  quantity  sufficient 
in  the  opinion  of  Superior  to  satisfy  the  indebtedness,  plus  all  accrued  charges.  More  than  one  such  sale  may  take  place  at 
the  option  of  Superior.

This  enigmatic  coin  appears  to  form  a  link  between  the  earliest 
issues  of  Ephesus  and  the  voluminous  issues  of  the  fifth  century 
B.C.  Linking  this  coin  to  its  archaic  predecessors  is  its  distinctive 
rwo-part  reverse  incuse,  its  globular  electrum  fabric,  its  anepi- 
graphic  obverse,  and  the  treatment  of  the  forelegs  of  the  bee.  The 
style  of  the  design,  especially  the  depiction  of  the  bee’s  wings, 
would  suggest  it  belongs  to  the  later  half  of  the  Period  I  coinage 
attributed  to  700-480  B.C.  by  Head  in  his  “History  of  the  Coin¬ 
age  of  Ephesus.”  This  is  a  coin  in  need  of  further  research,  and 
should  prove  to  be  of  great  interest  to  collectors  of  early  electrum 
coinage  of  Asia  Minor.

This  intriguing  coin  offers  yet  another  element  of  study  for 
this  controversial  issue,  the  whole  of  which  has  recently 
been  reattributed  to  Susa  (Houghton,  SNR  59).  While 
local  imitations  of  this  Victory  issue  are  known,  the  type 
cited  by  Houghton  bear  the  Greek  inscription  for  King 
Antiochos,  and  are  of  greatly  degraded  style.  This 
tetradrachm  is  of  seemingly  typical  style,  but  closer 
examination  reveals  minor  inconsistencies.  Of  great 
importance  and  interest  is  the  Aramaic  legend  on  the 
reverse,  which  replaces  a  two-letter  inscription,  either 
Alpha-Chi  (ESM  417)  or  Mu-Iota  (ESM  421).  Whether 
these  Aramic  letters  constitute  the  name  of  a  local  regent  or 
mint  officer,  or  are  simply  an  emmission  control  mark  is 
uncertain.  Aside  from  an  incompletely  formed  Beta,  the 
Greek  legends  seem  quite  normal.  The  Aramaic  letters  are 
similar  to  certain  Mesopotamian  and  North-Eastern 
derivatives,  such  as  those  of  Elam  and  Bokhara. 

The  drachms  offered  in  the  following  two  lots,  though  they 
have  no  Aramaic  inscriptions,  are  of  degraded  style  and  are 
likely  contemporary  with  this  tetradrachm.

This  enigmatic  coin  is  unlisted  in  Edward  T.  Newell’s  “The 
Coinage  of  the  Eastern  Seleucid  Mints  from  Seleucus  I  to 
Antiochus  III,”  and  was  unknown  until  the  1974  Tarik 
Darreh  hoard,  to  which  this  coin  is  provenanced. 

Attribution  to  the  Ecbatana  mint  is  secured  by  a  silver 
tetradrachm  of  Ecbatana  (ESM  556)  with  the  same 
monograms.  The  Tarik  Darreh  hoard  of  gold  coins  was 
cataloged  by  Arthur  Houghton  and  published  in  the 
American  Numismatic  Society  Museum  Notes  #25,  where 
this  coin  is  cataloged  as  specimen  24.  In  the  article, 

Houghton  states  that  the  Seleucid  component  of  the  hoard 
“in  depth  and  breadth  is  the  richest  of  any  such  single 
group  of  Seleucid  coins  yet  discovered.” 

Apparently  the  few  known  specimens  of  this  issue  were 
struck  with  the  same  pair  of  dies.  The  specimen  cited  in  the 
Houghton  collection  (“Coins  of  the  Seleucid  Empire  from 
the  Collection  of  Arthur  Houghton,”  ANS’  ACNAC 
series)  is  also  provenanced  to  the  Tarik  Derreh  hoard. 

1  he  remarkable  obverse  die  used  to  strike  the  known  gold 
staters  of  this  type,  Houghton  proposes,  was  also  used  for  a 
gold  stater  of  an  uncertain  mint  (Newell  ESM  761)  and  a 
silver  drachm  of  Ecbatana  (Newell  WSM  556A).  He  also 
suggests  the  gold  stater  offered  here  is  from  the  last  issue  of 
Seleucus  II  at  Ecbatana.

Gold  coinage  of  this  period  is  unknown  for  the  cities  on  the 
coast  of  Phoenicia  with  the  exception  of  this  issue.  As  it  is 
dated,  it  would  certainly  have  been  struck  in  response  to  a 
military  necessity  after  the  Sidonian  king  Tennes  expelled 
the  Persian  garrison  from  its  city,  which  was  being  used  by 
Artaxerxes  Ochus  as  headquarters  in  his  campaign  to 
reconquer  Egypt.

An  interesting  aspect  of  this  coin  is  the  raised  circular  lines  that 
can  be  seen  clearly  on  the  anepigraphic  reverse,  and  faintly  along 
the  inside  of  the  legend  on  the  obverse.  These  lines  are  believed 
to  be  “guidelines”  to  help  engravers  to  better  center  the  design 
and  arrange  the  inscription  and  are  incused  on  the  die.  The  exist¬ 
ence  of  these  circular  lines  indicates  that  the  coin  was  struck  from 
a  fresh  set  of  dies  as  they  were  worn  down  to  virtual  invisibility  as 
the  die  wear  increased.  Though  this  phenomenon  can  he  ob¬ 
served  on  a  variety  of  ancient  coins,  it  is  commonly  seen  on  Ro¬ 
man  denarii  and  aurei  of  the  1  st  century  A.D.,  especially  those  of 
the  Flavian  Dynasty  struck  at  Imperial  mints  in  the  East.

As  Macrinus  continued  to  lose  the  vital  support  of  the  army 
following  an  unfavorable  peace  settlement  with  the 
Parthians,  he  elevated  his  son,  Diadumenian,  to  the  rank  of 
Caesar.  This  was  the  occasion  for  the  distribution  of  the 
largesse  depicted  on  the  reverse  of  this  aureus. 

This  scene  depicts  a  harmonious  union  of  Emperor,  army 
and  the  gods  which  benefits  the  Roman  people, 
represented  by  a  single,  diminutive  togate  figure.  The 
inferrence  that  the  well-being  of  the  people  emanates  from 
a  secure  and  favored  regime  is  unmistakeable. 

Historical  reality  renders  this  largesse  scene  -  traditionally 
performed  in  the  city  of  Rome  -  impossible  as  neither 
Macrinus  nor  Diadumenian  set  foot  in  Rome  during  their 
brief  and  turbulent  reign.

Though  the  purity  of  the  gold  coinage  of  the  Empire  in  the 
mid-third  century  A.D.  remained  high,  there  seems  to  have 
been  little  control  over  weight.  For  Valerian  I,  Roman 
Imperial  Coinage  cites  specimens  of  “aurei”  ranging  in 
weight  from  about  1.5  grams  to  6.5  grams.  Thus  gold  coins 
are  variously  called  a  heavy  aureus,  aureus,  light  aureus  and 
quinarius  depending  on  their  weight.

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2509  Necklace  Containing  Ornately  Framed  Aurei  of  the  second  and  third  centuries  AD.  The  completed  necklace  is  dated  to  the  third  quarter  of  the  third  century  AD.  and 
provenanced  to  the  Dyarchy  Treasure. 

Seldom  in  numismatic  auctions  is  an  item  of  significance  beyond  the  realm  of  traditional  numismatics  offered.  The  followingnecklace  is  essentially  unique  and  provides 
insight  into  one  of  the  practical  applications  of  coins  in  the  ancient  world  beyond  their  role  as  a  vehicle  for  commerce  and  propaganda. 

This  necklace  shows  that  coins  were  not  viewed  simply  as  the  backbone  of  commerce,  government  and  diplomacy,  but  as  valued  works  of  art,  worthy  of  presentation 
and  display,  even  in  the  very  age  they  were  produced.  Jewelry  items  such  as  this  support  the  long-held  view  that  coins  were  accepted  as  meaningful  art  in  ancient  Rome, 
and  shows  that  specially  struck  medallions  were  not  the  exclusive  prizes  among  numismatic  items.  This  necklace  may  also  represent  a  sampling  of  the  gold  coins  in  circu¬ 
lation  last  half  of  the  third  century  A.D.  We  have  aurei  of  the  second  century  A.D.  showing  signs  of  circulation  wear  and  newer  coins  virtually  absent  of  wear. 

The  Dyarchy  Treasure,  from  which  this  necklace  is  said  to  have  originated,  was  a  substantial  cache  of  coins  and  jewelry  most  likely  the  property  of  a  high-rank  military 
officer.  Most  noteworthy  about  the  hoard  was  the  more  than  forty  aurei  mostly  from  the  donative  issue  of  Diocletian  and  Maximianus  struck  in  April  of  AD.  286.  Since 
there  were  no  coins  from  the  donatives  of  the  A.D.  290  s,  it  has  been  suggested  the  owner’s  military  career  probably  ended  shortly  after  receiving  the  proceeds  of  the  do¬ 
native  in  AD.  286.  Though  burial  of  the  hoard  likely  followed  soon  after  the  donative,  in  the  late  280s  or  early  290s,  this  necklace  was  likely  completed  several  years  before 
the  proposed  date  of  burial. 

The  necklace  consists  of  three  pairs  of  aureus-pendants  and  one  center  piece,  each  separated  by  a  gold  spacer  bead.  The  three  pairs  are  matched  by  the  construction  of 
the  pendant  framework  as  well  as  the  historical  and  artistic  similarities  of  the  coins  themselves.  The  pendant  pairs  are:  Hadrian-Marcus  Aurelius;  Septimius  Severus-Ma- 
crinus;  and  Gordian  III-Gordian  III.  The  frame  of  the  double  aureus  of  Valerian  I  (and  the  coin  itself,  with  its  radiate  portrait)  is  unmatched  among  the  other  aureus- 
pendants  and  would  be  the  singular  center  piece  of  the  present  necklace. 

The  clasp  and  chain,  which  would  have  been  strung  through  the  tubular  spacer  beads  and  pendant  loops,  is  not  with  the  present  necklace.  One  spacer  bead  is  likely 
missing  and  other  pendants  or  spacer  beads  may  have  formed  part  of  the  necklace  originally. 

As  numismatic  items  in  their  own  right,  three  of  the  seven  gold  coins  contained  in  this  necklace  are  rarities.  The  preservation  of  the  coins,  in  general,  is  outstanding, 
with  four  of  them  having  endured  little,  if  any,  circulation.  Concerning  the  three  rarities:  the  aureus  of  Septimius  Severus  is  extremely  rare  by  virtue  of  its  obverse  legend; 
the  aureus  of  Macrinus  is  an  established  rarity;  and  the  double  aureus,  or  “binio,”  of  Valerian  I,  is  not  only  a  rare  issue  and  denomination,  but  is  also  possibly  unique.

Note:  Though  a  rare  coin  in  its  own  right,  this  aureus  of  Septimius  Severus  finds  its  true  significance  in  the  obverse  legend,  erroneoulsy  inscribed  IMP  XII,  which 
suggests  Severus  had  been  Imperator  for  the  twelfth  time.  This,  of  course,  never  happened.  The  coin  is  dated  a  decade  before  Severus’  death,  so  this  odd  inscription  can 
only  be  deemed  an  engraver’s  error.

Note:  This  piece  is  as  perfectly  suited  for  a  single  centerpiece  of  the  necklace  both  in  terms  of  its  artistic  and  numismatic  merits.  Artistically,  it  is  singular  among  the 
seven  coins,  as  is  the  framework.  In  terms  of  its  numismatic  importance,  it  is  possibly  unique.  This  coin,  among  the  heaviest  of  the  gold  coins  issued  during  the  reign  of 
Valerian  I,  exemplifies  the  erratic  fluctuations  in  gold  coin  weights.  In  all  likelihood  this  gold  binio  was  struck  with  dies  intended  for  base  silver  antoniniani  at  Rome.  The 
antoninianus  issue  with  which  this  binio  corresponds  is  dated  to  A.D.  255,  thus  establishing  a  possible  date  of  issue  for  the  gold  binio  which  doubtless  was  struck  con¬ 
temporarily  with  the  antoniniani  of  that  issue. 

Seven  Gold  Spacer  Beads:  All  are  in  the  form  of  hollow  geometric  pillars  with  two-  or  three-tiered  terminals  at  both  ends.  Four  of  them  are  four-sided,  and  three  are 
six-sided. 

All  of  the  spacer  beads  vary  somewhat  in  construction,  weight  and  exact  formation,  though  a  pair  and  a  threesome  among  them  are  apparent.  This  would  be  consistent 
with  the  conclusion  that  the  spacer  beads,  like  the  frames  for  the  coins,  were  manufactured  separately  as  additions  to  the  necklace  were  made.  Individual  weights  range 
from  2.03  g  to  4.82  g;  individual  lengths  from  23  mm  to  33.5  mm.  These  sturdy  spacer  beads  are  in  excellent  condition  and,  despite  some  minor  marks  or  dents,  are  very 
sound  structurally.

This  intriguing  piece  is  undoubtedly  of  non-Roman  manufac¬ 
ture.  It’s  planchet  is  unusually  light,  thin  and  crude.  It’s  obverse 
inscription  —  though  legible  -  is  garbled,  and  the  portrait  is  un¬ 
conventional.  The  reverse  die  is  well-engraved  and  appears  to  be 
more  Roman  than  the  obverse,  even  the  lettering  is  finer.  Most 
interesting  is  the  raised  central  area  on  the  reverse:  it  can  best  be 
explained  that  an  obverse  die,  perhaps  at  the  end  of  its  usefulness, 
was  polished  until  only  a  faint  depression  in  the  shape  of  an  por¬ 
trait  outline  remained,  then  a  reverse  type  was  engraved  over  that. 
Under  less-than-ideal  conditions,  certainly  every  die  was  prized, 
and  recycled  when  possible.  In  every  aspect  this  is  a  fascinating 
example  of  a  contemporary  imitation,  which  is  much  rarer  than 
its  Roman  counterpart.

This  reverse  inscription,  GAVDIVM  POPVLI  ROMANI,  is 
found  only  on  gold  and  silver  medallions  of  the  brothers  Constans 
and  Constantius  II.  It  indicates  public  rejoicing  and  would  translate 
to  approximately:  “The  Roman  people  are  joyous  (of  the  reign  of 
Constans).” 

Within  the  wreath  is  inscribed  a  vow  of  Constans  to  undertake 
the  responsibility  of  governing  the  Empire  for  another  five  years, 
with  the  possibility  of  many  more  (ten)  years.  Seth  W.  Stevenson,  in 
his  reference  “A  Dictionary  of  Roman  Coins,”  postulates  that  the 
medallions  of  this  reverse  type  “...were  distributed  among  the  people 
at  the  festival  celebration  of  Solemn  vows,  that  all  so  advised  might 
join  in  the  general  gladness.” 

The  dating  of  the  medallions  of  this  issue  is  with  discussion. 
While  RIC  places  the  issue  A.D.  340-350,  Clive  Foss,  in  his  “Ro¬ 
man  Historical  Coins,”  describes  the  purpose  of  the  issue  as  a  cele¬ 
bration  of  the  accession  to  Imperial  power  (the  quinquennalia  of 
Constans  and  vicennalia  of  Constantine  II). 

The  only  other  medallion  of  this  issue  published  in  the  main 
sources  is  one  of  10.41  grams  in  the  Staatliche  Museum  in  Berlin. 
This  is  the  specimen  cited  as  RIC  47  (Gnecchi  1 5  type).  It  has  a  dif¬ 
ferent  obverse  legend  than  the  one  offered  here.  A  Late  Roman  me¬ 
dallion  of  the  highest  rarity  which  provides  insight  into  the  political 
climate  in  the  Late  Roman  Empire.
